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BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS FOR APRIL. 


Tue official returns of our foreign trade in April are not 
unsatisfactory, in view of the unsettled position of political 
affairs both home and abroad, which has presented a serious 
obstacle to any increase in business. The exports of 
British produce amounted to 16,418,000/, showing a slight 
increase as compared with last year. In yarns and textiles 
the increase marks the substantial gain of nearly 5 per 
cent., but, unfortunately, this is largely set off by a 
decline under most other heads. For the four months 
our exports show a gain in value, as compared with 1885, 
of about 1} per cent., but there is a considerable diminu- 
tion, it must be noted, in the value of our re-exports. 
The imports in April were valued at 26,067,0001, being a 
decrease of 6,594,000, or over 20 per cent., compared with 
the corresponding month of 1885. The bulk of this loss 
is in articles of food, and raw textile products. As 
regards the former, the falling-off is largely accounted 
for by reduced purchases of cereal products, which were 
imported upon a very large scale during much of 1885. 
A great decrease in the arrivals of Australasian wool, 
which merely neutralises a considerable increase in the 
preceding March, is the chief reason for the diminution 
in our imports of raw textile materials.

Our raw metal hoininte in April fell off by 53 per cent. 
in value. The decrease in copper, which is especially 
heavy, is due to a curtailment of our supplies from all 
sources. Iron ore and lead show a decided increase. ‘Tin, 
too, hascome forward more freely ; but only fromthe Straits, 
as the Australian exports are still contracting. As regards 
textile products, cotton is down about 3 per cent. in 
quantity, and 17} per cent.in value. Flax, hemp, and jute 
have all come to hand in greatly diminished quantities. 
As regards wool, our imports from the Australasian 
colonies were duly valued at 887,030/, as against 3,080,4251 
in April, 1885. In the four months the total imports from 
all countries have amounted to 265,065,000 Ibs, as against 
254,897,000 lbs in the same period of last year; the value 
being only 10,070,0007, as against 11,089,000. Amongst 
miscellaneous articles, the most striking feature is, 
perhaps, the great decline in our imports of tallow, 
especially from Australia. Last month’s food imports 
were lessthan in April, 1885, by 2,445,000/, bringing up the 
diminution for the four months to 6,695,000/. The decline 
is all but general, being, however, especially marked in 
wheat, flour, and other cereal produce, live stock, and raw 
sugar. As regards wheat, our imports last month fell off 
heavily all round, India sending us much less, as well as 
the United States. Owing to a very heavy decrease in the 
import of refined sugar from the United States, which off- 
sets an increase in the exports from the Continent, the 
total under this head is practically unchanged ; but there 
is a substantial decline in the arrivals of raw sugar, 
especially from Germany. In the dutiable articles the 
imports of coffee exhibit a substantial increase. There is 
no particular feature in the withdrawals for home 


consumption.

On the export side of the account, the most satisfac- 


tory feature in April is an increase of nearly 5 per cent. 
in our exports of textiles as compared with last year. 
Cotton piece goods exhibit a gain of over 11 per cent. in 
quantity, owing mainly to increased shipments to India, 
but the value has only risen 2 percent. Linen yarn fell 
off, but linen manufacturers gained considerably, there being 
a decided expansion in the exports to the United States. 
Our exports of woollen and worsted yarn also decreased, 
but in consequence of the augmented demand from 
America, piece goods bave gone abroad in decidedly larger 
quantities. Altogether, the figures relating to the textile 
trades look more encouraging. Our metal exports are 

also not unsatisfactory, apart from a heavy decline in 
machinery and mill-work. Hardware and cutlery shows 
an increase, and so do pig-iron, tin plates, and steel. But 
there is a loss in railway and all cast and wrought iron. 
Where an improven-ent is discernible, it is due to an 
increased American demand. And in this connection it 
may be noted that in the quarter ended March 31 our 
exports to the United States were valued at 6,910,0001, as 
against 5,522,000/ in 1885, an increase of 1 388, 0001, or 
over 25 per cent., although our exports to most other 
countries showed a decline. The following figures give

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THE NEW ARRANGEMENT WITH SPAIN. 
Tue questions connected with the commercial agreements 
with Spain, negotiated by Sir Robert Morier in 1883 and 
1884, have been so fully stated in the Economist that it 
is not necessary to recur to them now. The new arrange- 
ment is, in effect, similar to those previously concluded, 
with the important differences that the present Spanish 
Ministry is animated with friendly sentiments towards 
this country, and that there is reason to think that the 
new Cortes will evince a similar disposition. England, as 
before, engages to raise the limit of the shilling duty 
on wine from 25 to 30 degrees. Spain engages to give 
specifically the advantages already conceded to France 
and Germany, which is a better expression of what is 
meant by most-favoured nation treatment. The treaty 
applies to the colonies of the two Powers; and its dura- 
tion is secured until June 30th, 1892, with possible pro- 
longation beyond that date. In these respects the terms 
of the new arrangement are expressed in a better and 
more definite manner than those of the former agree- 
ments. On the other hand, the new arrangement is 
defective, in omitting the provisions for the removal of 
certain heavy duties in the Spanish tariff, such as those on 
mixed woollens, which press severely on certain English 
manufactures, and the revision of Customs regulations, 
which are a hindrance to trade, while they are no benefit 
to the Spanish revenue. It was also hoped that in these 
negotiations the Spanish quarantine regulations and con- 
sular fees would have been revised. On the whole, the 
new arrangement is a positive gain to both countries, while 
it is doubtful whether any great benefit would have ensued 
from negotiation on the subjects now omitted. Sir Clare 
Ford might, however, give attention to them. It is further 
to be observed that the changes in the wine duty will be 
advantageous to the colonies, an object of especial interest 
at the present time. 

With regard to the effect upon Anglo-Spanish trade of 
the differential duties which we may hope will now be 
soon abolished, it may be pointed out that although the 
volume of our trade with Spain has somewhat lost ground 
since 1877, the absolute shrinkage is not great, and it 
only becomes really important when viewed in connection 
with the increase of trade with Spain and France and 
Germany. This is brought out by the following tables, 
which are taken entirely from official Spanish figures, with 
the peseta taken at 25 equal £.

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In reference to these figures, it must first be stated 
that the complete totals for 1885 have not yet been 
published, but that they will probably show a slight gain 
as compared with those for 1884, which were exceptionally 
small, owing largely to the effects of the cholera epidemic 
in that year. Comparing 1884 with 1877, the year when 
differential treatment was introduced, we find that the 
value of the total volume of Spanish trade, both imports 
and exports, amounted to 55,952,000/, as against 42,172 ,000/, 
an increase of 13,780,0001, or 32} per cent. This increase 
was mainly in the imports into Spain, which rose from 
21,535,000/ to 35,737,000/ in 1883, and to even as high a 

oint as 31,185,0001 in the exceptionally depressed year of 
1884, these figures bearing eloquent testimony to the 
benefits of tariff reductions. But, unfortunately, as we 
have said, the whole of this increase has been gained by 
the Continent, the trade with Great Britain, which was 
valued at 15,115,000 in 1877, being worth only 13,253,000/ 
in 1884. This decrease of 1,862,000/, or 125 per cent., 1s, 
it is true, to be found almost exclusively in the Spanish 
exports to this country, owing largely to the depression in 
the sherry trade; but, nevertheless, although there has 
practically been next to no shrinkage in the absolute 
volume of the Spanish imports from this country, yet 
the absence of growth is in the circumstances very 
unsatisfactory. The vitality of our export trade is shown, 
however, by the fact that we have not lost ground since 
1882, when the tariff was reduced, to the advantage of our 
continental rivals. The great feature in the above tables 
is, of course, the large increase in the volume of Spanish 
trade with France and Germany. It will be seen that the 
Spanish exports to France have immensely increased in 
recent years. As shown by the following figures, this has 
been almost entirely due to the augmented exports of 
common Spanish wine to France :—

This increase has been due to the demand for common 
Spanish wine for conversion into claret, owing to the 
devastation of the French vineyards by the phylloxera. 
The imports into Spain from France almost doubled 
between 1877 to 1880, owing to the promptitude with 
which a commercial treaty was arranged, but more recently 
they have been seriously declining. Germany takes next 
to nothing from Spain, and yet in seven years the value of 
the Spanish imports from that country have increased 
sevenfold. Ina measure this may be somewhat mislead- 
ing, since it is not impossible that English goods have in 
recent years made their way into Spain vid German 
intermediary houses at Hamburg; but at the same time, 
there can be little doubt that our enterprising German 
rivals have best of the treaty advantages which they 
possess over us. The imports into Spain from Belgium 
also exhibit a considerable development, although not in 
so marked a degree as those from Germany. And 
generally there has been in this respect some increase all 
round, with the exception of England. 

Still, despite every disadvantage, Spain buys much more 
freely of us than of any other country, except France, 
and we are also one of the best customers for her exported 
produce, of which we take about 27 per cent. France at 
present is the greatest purchaser of Spanish produce, but 
with a continuous increase in her vine acreage, her heavy 
demand for red wine is likely to fall off considerably. 
Hence it would undoubtedly be well for Spain to endeavour 
toextend and develop the market this country affords for 
her produce ; while at the same time deriving in common 
with ourselves the advantages of the equal competition in 
her own markets of English manufactures with those of 
France and Germany. At present Spain is necessarily 
paying more for her imports than she need do, 
since she loads with tariff disabilities the country who is 
the most powerful competitor for her custom. The ability of 
England to produce and sell cheaply is shown by the way 
in which the British exports to Spain have been maintained 
in the face of so severely adverse a tariff. That obstacle 


removed, there can be no doubt that English com peti- j 


tion would soon effect a change-in the direction of Spanish 
trade, and that this country would once more occupy 
| the chief position as a producer for the Spanish market. 


THE IMPEDIMENTS TO BRITISH TRADE 
ABROAD. 

THe Royal Commission on the Depression of Trade in 
October last requested the Foreign Office to obtain from 
the British Consuls abroad reports _ the state of our 
trade in the countries in which they were stationed. 
Attention was drawn to the specific points upon which it 
was considered especially desirable to obtain information. 
And amongst the questions asked, three were of a character 
likely to elicit useful information. It is with the answers 
to these questions that we propose to deal, sifting out that 
which appears of importance from the mass of superfluous 
verbiage in which it is embedded. The following are the 
questions :— 


“1. Are there any special impediments to the extension 
of trade between Great Britain and your district ? and can 
you suggest any measures either to remove them or to 
promote the further extension of the trade? 

“2. Has any transfer taken place from this country to 
other countries of the trade, or of any particular branches 
of the trade, between your district and Great Britain? or 
has any new trade sprung up between them P 

“3. Has there been in your district during the past 10 
years any noticeable establishment or increase of industries 
for the production of articles formerly imported from the 
United Kingdom ? 

“Tf so— 

“‘(a.) To what causes is this movement chiefly owing ? 

“(6.) Has it been generally carried out by British or 
- native firms? and 

“(c.) With British or native capital ? ” 


Austria-Hungary.—Industry in Austria has greatly 
increased, and new manufactures are constantly springing 
up, while the imports from Great Britain are decreasing. 
These results are attributed to the operation of the 
Customs tariff. The decline in the imports from Great 
Britain commenced at the time when the special Treaty 
of April30th, 1868, between Great Britain and Austria 
expired, that is, on December 31st, 1877; it continued 
when the stipulations of the Customs tariff of the 27th of 
June, 1878, commenced to work, and it reached its culmi- 
nation through the stipulations of the last Customs tariff 
now in force, of the 25th of May, 1882. A circumstance 
resulting from the protective views by which the Chambers 
of Commerce are at present influenced is, that the Custom 
authorities invariably, on differences arising as to the 
class of goods imported and rated, adopt the least favour- 
able view for the imperter. Other circumstances also impede 
foreign imports into Austria, such as the rise of the gold 
premium,and the introduction of gold duties for silver duties. 
As regards our competitors, it is said that Germany and 
Switzerland, owing to their being neighbouring countries, 
with less expense for freights, have taken over a consider- 
able portion of our imports; also Belgium. And in regard 
to the development of manufactures in Austria, it is 
reported that cotton mills, weaving factories, and factories 
of all kinds are being continually increased, for capital is 
always forthcoming when required as an investment in 
industrial undertakings. Most of these new establishments 
are founded by Austrian firms and with Austrian money ; 
but a few by English firms and with English money. In 
the report of the Consul-General for Hungary one fact of 
importance is pointed out, viz., that one great disadvantage 
under which British trade labours is, that the English 
manufacturers are not, like the Austrian and German, in 
direct communication with the wholesale dealers here. 
Most of the English dry goods sold in Hungary are 
obtained through Austrian intermediaries. Eventhose have 
probably not been obtained direct from the manufacturers, 
but have passed through the hands of one or more agents. 
Each of these must, of course, obtain some profit, and the 
result is, that the competition with Austria and Germany 
cannot be maintained. It is believed that a much larger 
trade ‘in Manchester goods and other British industrial 
articles might be developed if English manufacturers 
would enter into more direct connection with merchants, 
and send their goods straight to Hungary. 

Denmark.—The chief articles imported from Great 
Britain into Denmark are coal, textile fabrics, and metal 
manufactures. In textiles, but especially in woollen 
fabrics, the imports from England have greatly increased, 
while those from Germany have stood still. As regards 
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the iron and metal trades, however, Germany is stated to 
have gained greatly, while we have lost ground. There do 
not appear to be any special impediments to English trade 
with Denmark, and where we have lost ground it seems 
to be mainly due to more vigorous competition on the 
part of foreign countries, especially Germany. Practi- 
cally no English capital, but a little German capital is 
said to be invested in Denmark. 


Egypt.—British trade with Egypt has apparently been 
maintained of late years, but owing to the great imperfec- 
tion of the Customs returns until last year, nothing 
very definite can be known. In some branches, however, 
it is stated that the imports from Great Britain have 
fallen off in quantity ; coal, in consequence of the improve- 
ment in the system of irrigation ; agricultural machinery, 
partly from the same cause; woollen articles and hard- 
ware toa slight extent, by transfer to Germany. The 
extent to which the German trade in the latter articles 
has encroached upon the English is difficult to trace. 
German hardware, it is said, often professes to be of 
English manufacture, but is sold at a price for which only 
aworthless article could be produced. The remedy for 
this depression in the import trade, so far as it lies within 
the power of merchants themselves to effect, is indicated 
by Mr Cookson. “It is probable that much might be 
done to develop the demand for British goods if the 
British manufacturer were induced to study much more 
closely than he has hitherto done the tastes of the local 
consumer, as is done by German houses, who are in the 
habit of constantly sending travellers here to push the 
sale of their goods.” These remarks are worth noting. 
There are no special impediments to British trade, but 
apart from the political uncertainty, business generally is 
said to be restricted by the exorbitant charges on the 
Egyptian railways, by the defects of bankruptcy adminis- 
a and by the undeveloped and disorganised state of 
credit. 

France.—In reporting on the position of British trade 
in France Mr J. A. Crowe finds it difficult to come to any 
—— definite conclusions. Judging by quantities, he finds 
a decrease in some directions set off by an increase in 
many others. The loss since 1882 in mixed woollen goods 
has been counterbalanced to some extent by a gain in pure 
woollen goods. Yarns generally have gained, owing to 
their recognised superiority. Cotton piece and other 
goods, however, have gradually declined. If, writes Mr 
Crowe, it can be said of any British trade in particular 
that it has been permanently falling off in the last few 
years, the statement would apply perhaps almost 
exclusively to linens. The quantity of Trish linen imported 
into France has been decreasing for some years past. As 
the duties on linens were not raised in 1882, this decrease 
cannot be due to direct causes. It may, however, be to 
some extent a consequence of the higher duties on cottons 
with which Irish linen is mixed in making underclothing 
for export. Irish linen, being used in France only for 
special purposes for which French linens are less suitable, 
seldom comes into competition with similar French 
products of which the selling price is nevertheless regulated 
by that of the Belfast market. Jute stuffs are hardly 
more favoured than linens, but the depression of that 
trade is more the result of over production and lowness of 
price than of loss of market. In machinery and other 
metal wares English goods have lost ground of late. How 
much of this state of things is due to the substitution of 
steel for iron cannot be precisely measured ; but it is 
proper to note that the entrance of steel goods into France 
from England has been continually on the increase since 
1880. The general conclusion arrived at is, that there has 
been no special falling off in the British imports into 
France, and the trade of this country does not suffer from 
any particular disabilities, except so far as the Customs 
tariff incidentally presses harder upon us than upon other 
nations, owing to the greater magnitude of our interests. 

Germany.—The report in regard to the position of 
British trade in this country is of the first importance, and 
much space is given to the subject. It is stated that the 
only positive impediment to the extension of trade between 
the United Kingdom and Germany that can be detected 
is the existence of protective duties, although stress is 
laid upon the disadvantages, as compared with Germany, 
that England labours under owing to the high cost of her 


railway traffic. The question of the comparative 
cost of dock and harbour charges, &c., is also 
emphasized. At the same time, it seems to be a 
subject of very general complaint that English pro- 
ducers are imperfectly acquainted with the require- 
ments of the German market, and unwilling to alter their 
standard of supply to meet them; they are said to be 
entirely dependent upon the middlemen for this very 
requisite information, and the English dealer on his side 
is believed not to have as yet realised the fact that the day 
has gone by when the German consumer was content to 
take the supply of goods which the English dealer thought 
the best for he ; that the German market has now got a 
standard of its own, and one not to be despised, which 
native producers are quite able to attain to. If, therefore, 
British producers think the German market worth supply- 
ing, they should make greater efforts to ascertain the exact 
nature of the German demand, mo-e directly and promptl 
than they do at present, and be prepared with 
a suitable supply of goods. This, it is suggested, 
might be done either by periodical personal visits 
to the markets of Germany, or by employing an 
efficient staff of travellers more thoroughly conversant 
than English travellers are at present with the 
language and customs of business in this country. 
But with the exception of one instance, that of rolled 
iron girders, now imported from Belgium in preference to 
England, no trace can be found of any diversion of 
British trade with Germany to any other foreign country. 
And other countries have, in some respects, suffered more 
than we have in the German markets, especially France. 
The principal British articles displaced by the reported 
improvement in quality of native goods would appear to 
be pig and other iron, textiles, and chemical products. 
The loss by England in the two former, owing to the 
increased German production, is a matter of common 
knowledge, and nothing fresh is said on the subject, but 
little hope being held out of our regaining much, if any, 
of our former position. In the chemical industry, British 
raw materials, acids, and especially soda, seem to have 
been nearly entirely replaced by native products, and the 
Scotch monopoly in chromate of potash is said to have 
been broken by native establishments drawing their 
supplies from Russian and American beds, thus steadying 
and reducing the price of this commodity in the German 
market. Several instances are given of new establish- 
ments formed for the production of articles formerly 
imported from England, such as linoleum, jute, &c. In 
some cases British firms and capital seem to have been to 
a certain extent engaged in them, since, according to one 
authority, the British manufacturer, by so doing, has been 
able to effect a great saving in supplying the German 
market. 

Greece.—The report does not contain much of import- 
ance, but the following remarks may be noted :—As 
regards the transfer of British trade to Germany, our 
greatest rival in Greece, it has been brought about by 
reason of cheaper cost of production, greater facilities of 
transport from German industrial centres to Trieste, and 
the low rates of freight from thence by the owners of the 
Austro-Hungarian Steamship Company. Also by the 
establishment in Germany of “forwarding agencies,” 
which undertake to forward goods direct from the manu- 
factory to the importer at fixed rates, all expenses 
included, so that the latter knows exactly what any article 
will cost him on delivery; and, lastly, by reason of the 
“ conservatism” of the British manufacturer, who does 
not sufficiently realise that foreign makers can, and do, 
produce articles almost, if not quite, as good as his own. 
If you ask an English manufacturer, it 18 said, to alter the 
shape of an article to suit the soyeeen of foreign 
markets, he is full of excuses, and generally refuses the 
request, whereas the German manufacturer, on the other 
hand, has no prejudices ; for if he finds that an article of 
a certain shape, &c., commands a ready sale m any 
particular country, he makes it so, however forvign it may 
be to his own taste or wants. 

Italy.—In recent years the export trade of England to 
L:aly has been adversely influenced by the opening of the 
St Gothard Tunnel, and the general development of the 
through railway routes, which have tended to favour the 
keen efforts of Germany (in common with Belgium, &.) 
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to extend her trade. The Customs tariff has also operated 
agaist British trade, but in this respect Great Britain 
stands on the same footing as other nations, although it 
is true that her large business in mixed woollen fabrics 
suffers especially. Italian competition is also certainly 

one of the principal causes of the diminution in importa- 

tion of British manufactures. Mr Consul Brown speaks 
of the “industry and enterprise of Northern Italy, which 

is fast acquiring one branch of manufacture after another | 
and freeing itself from dependence upon supplies from 

abroad.” He mentions the development of the cotton and 

iron industries, the manufacture of steel springs and 

railway fittings, and cotton spinning machinery, as also 

the construction of launches and torpedo boats, marine 

engines, large castings, &c. Mr Rainford states that the 

Italian cotton twist and cloth are quite equal, and even 

preferred, to British, as the former has no “ dress’’ in it, 

and is cheaper than the British article ; also that the 

lower qualities of cloth used by the people are almost 

entirely of Italian manufacture, and also unbleached 

calico, 'T’cloths and shirtings, and that agricultural imple- 

ments now come from Milan. Similar reports come from 

several other Consuls, but still some industries, especially 

branches of the metal trades, seem to be purely exotic, 

and only able to live successfully with the aid of vigorous 

protection. Another reason, in addition to the one given 

above, for the successful competition of Germany, <c., 

would seem to be a higher standard of technical educa- 

tion, greater activity in the employment of commercial | 
travellers speaking Italian, greater attention paid to the | 
wants of the Italian market, and greater facilities for 

delivery and for payment. On all sides it is reported that 

better arrangements for making through shipments of 

goods, and a more extended use of competent commercial 

travellers are greatly needed to develop and increase 

British trade. 

Netherlands.—Our trade with Holland has considerably 
increased in recent years, but to a comparatively less 
extent than that of either Belgium or Germany, which 
derive decided advantages from the lowness of railway 
rates in Holland. There are said to be no impediments 
of any description to the extension of trade with the 
United Kingdom, and the Customs tariff is probably, next 
to that-of Great Britain, the most liberal of any now in 
force in Europe. No transfer of any particular branch of 
British trade from Holland to other countries appears to 
have occurred in latter times; but Germany is stated to 
compete successfully with British manufacturers as 
regards machinery and the cheaper kinds of carpets ; 
whilst native industry now supplies the home markets 
to a great extent with flannels, blankets, &c., which 
were formerly imported chiefly from Great Britain. 
On the other hand, the importation from the United 
Kingdom of preserves, biscuits, stationery, leather goods, 
and haberdashery, has increased considerably. With the 
exception of certain classes of woollen goods, there does 
not appear to be any noticeable increase in the production 
in Holland of articles formerly imported from Great 
Britain. England does not appear to have any capital 
invested in industrial enterprises in Holland. 


Portugal.—As regards our export trade to Portugal, it 
appears that the main impediment is the cumbersome, 
vexatious, and prohibitory nature of the Customs tariff, 
which imposes daties on nearly all foreign products, under 
815 different heads. It is true that for some years past 
British imports into Portugal have been admitted to most 
favoured nation treatment, and have thus come in under 
the conventional tariff of the Franco-Portuguese Com- 
mercial Treaties of 1866 and 1881, but those commercial 
treaties were negotiated with the object of securing a 
market for goods which were essentially French specialities, 
and thus the very goods which British manufacturers 
could produce best and most cheaply are those which have 
to undergo the practically prohibitive pressure of the 
general tariff rates. At the same time the difficulties of 
the tariff apply equally to Germany, which has been 
gradually increasing the trade with Portugal, and on this 
= no light is thrown. Mr Brackenbury, our Consul at 

isbon, sees no hope for an increase in English trade, except 
11a modification of the Customs tariff, in regard to which 
he is far from sanguine; but it is doubtful whether some 


other remedy is not needed besides this. A small amount 
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of English capital is said to be invested in Portugal in 
commercial enterprises. 

Russia.-—For some time the imports into Russia from 
abroad have been falling off in common with the exports. 
There are many reasons to account for this. The dis- 
turbed state of politics, and the consequent unsettlement 
of credit, the state of the currency, and the Customs tariff, 
the last being, perhaps, the most important. The 
formalities enforced under the Russian Customs regula- 





tions are of the most complicated and vexatious character, | 


and the slightest violation of them involves serious fines 
and penalties. These impediments to trade are rendered 
still greater by the excessive strictness displayed in the 
discharge of their duties by the inferior Customs officials, 
who are interested in securing the imposition of fines, as 
well as in the confiscation of goods, seeing that about two- 
thirds of the proceeds of these fines and penalties are 
awarded to them in compensation for their zeal. This 
cause affects all countries alike, and although the compe- 
tition of Germany and Belgium has increased, especially 
in the iron trade, Great Britain does not seem to have, 
comparatively, lost much ground. No increase is reported 
in the Russian manufacture of goods formerly imported 
from this country. A considerable amount of British 
capital is invested in Russia in the cotton and woollen 
industries. The most extensive establishments of this 
class are those belonging severally to Messrs Egerton, 
Hubbard, and Co. and Messrs Thorton and Co. Among 
other enterprises promoted and conducted with British 
capital may be mentioned the extensive brewery, stearine 
candle works, and linseed crushing mills of Messrs William 


Miller and Co, 


Spain.—In regard to the adverse effects of the differen- 
tial tariff upon British trade with Spain, the consular 
reports are, of course, full; but — from this, one 
or two points may be noted. ritish trade, it is 
said, might be increased by adopting a system of local 
agencies, There is no doubt that French and German 
houses derive a considerable trade by such means, and 
that Spaniards prefer to give their orders to an agent 
viva voce than to write to England for goods required, 
which gives them more trouble. A closer knowledge of 
local requirements, and of the class of goods suitable for 
the Spanish market, is also wanted. Samples of suitable 
articles might also be forwarded regularly to consumers, 
and prices, &c., quoted in francs and kilogrammes free at 
destination. 

Sweden and Norway.—The total imports from Great 
Britain in Norway and Sweden have been increasing for 
some years, but in some articles there has been a decline. 
Cotton yarn has been taken in smaller quantities, in con- 
sequence of German competition, and cotton textiles also, 
chiefly on account of the home industries being in a 
position to compete with foreign manufactures. Woollen 
textiles, it is stated, are chiefly imported from Germany. 
The difficulties which Great Britain has to contend with 
are:—The marked development of native industries, 
shielded by protective duties, and the competition of 
German and Belgian manufactures. Great cheapness 
seems to be the source of the latter’s success. 


Turkey.—So far as the evidence goes, British trade with 
Turkey cannot be considered especially depressed, although 
it certainly does not appear to be holding its own in com- 
parison with that of other countries. Apart from general 
causes, there are no special impediments tothe extension 
of trade between Great Britainand Turkey. The transfers 
of trade that have taken place from Great Britain to other 
countries are briefly summed up by Mr Consul Wrench as 
follows :—In cotton yarns, grey goods and prints, Man- 
chester still retains the large bulk of the trade, but 
Switzerland and Italy have been supplying Turkey red 
yarns,and French and Austrian cotton prints are gradually 
working their way into the market. The woollen goods of 
Austria and Germany are being successfully brought into 
competition with Yorkshire fabrics, and ready-made 
clothing has passed into the hands of Austria. In hard- 
ware, cutlery, and small wares, Germany, Austria, and 
Italy have nearly superseded Birmingham and Sheffield. 
In the item of paper, Italy and Austria have monopolised 
the trade ; British window glass is superseded by that of 
Belgium, and glass ware and crockery are now impo 
from Austria and France, and Italian silks have re 
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those of England in the Ottoman market. In the face of 
these facts, it is, as Mr Wrench says, difficult to under- 
stand the indifference shown by the British manufacturer 
to the tastes and requirements of his Ottoman customers, 
the fact being that English travellers are almost unknown 
in Turkey, whereas the manufacturers of the continental 
nations are constantly studying on the spot the caprices of 
the market. 

United States.—A great deal is said in the reports in 
regard to our trade with the United States, but, although 
interesting information is given, it has been for the 
most part well known aud fully commented upon 
before. Stress is naturally laid upon the effects of 
the tariff, but it is also stated by our Consul at New York 
that British as compared with the general trade of the 
country is not depressed. No diversion of British trade 
to other countries is noticeable. As regards the employment 
of British capital in America, our Consul at Boston states 
that the only instance in which British manufacturers 
have undertaken to produce goods in his district is that 
of Messrs Finlayson, Bousfield, and Co., who manufacture 
linen thread at Johnstone in Scotland, and have started a 
factory at Grafton, in Massachusetts for the same purpose. 

It is, we think, quite unnecessury to offer any lengthy 
comments, or to generalise upon the above facts. But no 
one, we can imagine, can fail to observe two or three salient 
features deserving careful attention. It is made abundantly 
clear that, apart from the difficulties arising from hostile 
tariffs, and the increased production of our former 
customers, we have to face severe competitionfrom Germany, 
and also from Belgium, in nearly every important market. 
At the same time, it may also be mentioned -that there 
appear to be instances where our rivals have gained trade 
by offering increased credit, &c., and it is not at all clear 
that they get sufficient compensation for the degree of 
risk ineurred. In many cases, however, where we have lost 
ground, a good deal of the loss appears to be due to 
our own fault. Nothing is more striking in the reports 
furnished to the Royal Commission than the unanimity of 
the writers in regard to the backwardness of British 
merchants in canvassing for business, and in paying 
attention to and meeting local requirements. ‘hus 
English exporters complain, on the one hand, of the com- 
petition they have to meet ; while, at the same time, they 
seem to go on smoothly in the old ruts, as if the new 
and vigorous competition did not exist, and were not 
constantly growing. ‘Trade once let slip is hard to get 
back, and therefore no time should be lost in taking a new 
departure; but it is in a way satisfactory to find that a 
good deal of our lost trade is due to faults of our own. 





THE PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE AUSTRO- 
HUNGARIAN CUSTOMS TARIFF. 
(FROM OUR VIENNA CORRESPONDENT.) 
Last week the Austrian and Hungarian Governments 
presented to the Parliaments of both countries the Bills 
containing the propositions for a renewal of the State 
Treaty for ten years. There are five Bills in all, the first 
touching upon the subject of commerce and Customs, the 
second and third upon the relations between the State 
and the Austro-Hungarian Bank, the fourth upon the 
sugar tax, and the fifth upon the most important subject 
of all the Customs tariff. This last provides for an 
increase of the duties on almost every article imported. 
The old tariff has been so much raised, that even the 
Governments feel the necessity of saying a word in excuse 
of the innovation, and the preface to the Bill states that 
the other European States have placed so many stumbling 
blocks in the way of Austro-Hungarian agricultural 
exports that retaliation has become a necessity. The 
following is‘a list of the chief articles the duty upon which 
has been raised. The higher tariff has still, of course, 
to receive the sanction of the Legislature, but it is as good 
as passed, since the majority is with the Government.

TRADE NOTES. 


Corron Manvracturine 1x Brazit.—lIn his report 
upon the trade of Rio de Janeiro, Consul Ricketts 
states that the total imports at that port in 1884-5 were 
valued at 88,521,000 milreis, that being a decrease of 
9,820,000 milreis as compared with 1883-4. Of this 
decrease about 3,800,000 milreis was in the imports from 
Great Britain, of which cotton goods are much the most 
important. And with regard to textiles generally, he 
gives some interesting details:—“ During the last six 
years,” he writes, “the cotton trade with this port, 
generally speaking, has held its own, while that in 
woollens and linens has manifested signs of decline. 
This may be attributed among other things to the fact 
that articles of cotton clothing are more suitable to the 
climate, and cost less than linen and woollen stuffs. In

the chief falling off has taken place in 


bishops’ lawns, grenadines, brilliants, white calicoes and 


made-up 


clothes, but more especially in domestics. In } 


woollens the principal decline has been in baizes, blankets, 
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fiannels, hats, and in linens, Hessians, and Osnaburghs, 
and latterly in white drills. The causes of this non- 
expansion of trade in some of these things and of its 
decline in others are to be found in the increase of price 
which follows on a fall in exchange ; in the heavy and 
ever-increasing rates of import duties, and in the supplies 
now being brought out by native manufacturers. The 
duties collected on cottons, woollens, and linens snow an 
average of from 45 per cent. to 46} per cent. on the official 
values (i.¢., on both qualities of goods, coarse and fine). 
These official values, when the tariff was first struck, 
were fixed at a high limit ; the real values have been 
falling in many things for years past; the consequence 1s 
that the present rates collected form in reality a charge 
varying from 35 per cent. to 80 per cent. and 100 per 
cent., a weight not easy to be borne. Hence this branch 
of trade is prevented from expanding, and the revenue 
derived from it shows no signs of improvement, yet 
imports, it must be recollected, form the chief source of 
the revenue of this country.” Brazil, too, is now engag- 
ing more largely in the manufacture of textiles, as the 
following statement of mills in operation or in process of 
construction shows :—

“From certain data which we have before us, it may be 
assumed that in the 62 mills there will be contained more 
or less 4,836 looms and 225,122 spindles. Number of 
metres of stuff manufactured, 38,121,568 per annum ; 
value about 250 reis per metre. Number of persons 
employed 8,370. Spinners receive for wages 800 reis to 
1$800 reis per diem ; weavers, 2$000 reis to 2$400 reis 
per diem ; overseers, say 3008000 reis a month. The 
capital of 43 of these mills is 15,000,000 milreis, the pro- 
perty of Brazilian companies. They are worked in most 
places by water power. Among the articles manufactured 
are domestics (white and coloured), regattas, trouserings, 
baizes, blankets, union, and woollen cassinets ; these being 
for the most part made up from native material. Woollen 
cloth, jute sacking, and sacks are all manufactured from 
imported yarns. The stuffs made are of a coarser and 
stouter texture than those imported, and are sold, it is 
said, about 10 per cent. under the market prices of foreign 
goods of same description. Domestic, Osnaburghs, 
regattas, jute sacks, and trouserings have been much cut 
into by native manufacturers, and will, it is supposed by 
some, in a few years’ time cease to be imported. As a 
general rule, the inhabitants of this country cannot be said 
to be much addicted to industrial pursuits, their chief 
employment being connected with planting and agricul- 
ture. Aided, however, by foreign invention, foreign work- 
men, and foreign engineers, and protected by the excessive 
and ever-increasing rate of duties imposed on foreign 
goods, it has been discovered that the manufacture of 
certain classes of stuffs may be undertaken with a fair 
prospect of profit, and hence the number of mills erected 
and in process of construction in this country.” 


British TrapE with Brazit.—Reporting upon the 
trade of Santos in 1885, Consul Cowper states that as 
Great Britain takes little of the coffee shipped from that 
port, its export trade does not interest us much. “It is 
otherwise, however,” he adds, “with the import trade, 
inasmuch as, with the exception of farm-house and market 
garden produce, every commodity used by a civilised com- 


u 


munity, possessed of no productive industries of its own, 
is imported from such countries as can supply the demand 
for them to best advantage. The demand for foreign 
commodities and industrial production increases every 
year in this province with the expansion of its population 
and the development of its vast territories. The demand 
comprises household furniture, utensils and commodities, 
hosiery, ready-made male and female attire, boots and 
shoes, cotton, woollen, and linen materials, jewellery, 
wines, beers, groceries, flour, oil, kerosene, preserved 
meats and fruits, stationery, medicines, china and porcelain, 
hardware, cutlery, glassware, earthenware, agricultural 
implements, railroad stock and plant, waterwork plant, 
tram car stock and plant, and every description of 
machinery and iron work. Great Britain, by reason of 
her practically inexhaustible stock of industrial products, 
unlimited productive power, and possessed of the facilities 
of capital, material, enterprise, sea transport, &c., ought 
to supply the non-industrial countries with her produc- 
tions without fear of competition from countries less 
favourably situated. Such is, in point of fact, the 
case in this province. The importations from Great 
Britain alone amount to nearly half the value of the 
total import trade. Other countries, notably France, 
Germany, and America, are attempting competition, but 
with no marked success at present; the long-standing 
specialities of British industries always obtain preference. 
In those cases where the productions of foreign industries 
compete successfully with, or are superseding those of 
Great Britain, the cause or fault is generally traceable 
to the British manufacturers themselves, who, often too 
conservative in style and design, obstinately ignore the 
tastes, wishes, and requirements of consuming markets; 
whereas, on the other hand, competitors in Germany, 
France, and America, with a keener eye to business and 
more mobile in disposition, spare no pains to adapt and 
supply goods in accordance with the wants and peculiar- 
ities of each country. To exemplify this assertion, mention 
may be made of the earthenware and glass trade of this 
province, to within very recently supplied from British 
industrial sources alone, but now almost entirely super- 
seded by the introduction of German earthen and glass 
ware. The diversion of this trade is solely due to the 
persistence with which the British workers, in the face 
of warnings from their correspondents here, supplied 
obsolete ware, heavy in weight and ungainly to the sight ; 
whereas the Germans introduced an article of less weight, 
and always of the latest modern design, thus at once 
competing advantageously with the British wares in 
several essentials, viz., moderr formsand patterns to meet 
the generally diffused desire for ‘novelty’ and lightness 
of weight, to economise cost of production, transport 
freight, and Custom duties, paid by weight. By not 
giving thought to these simple matters a lucrative trade 
has been lost to British industries in this province ; and 
what has happened to the earthenware trade may also 
happen to other branches of trade if British manufacturers, 
through remissness, allow their foreign competitors to steal 
a march on them.” 


TrapE witH THE Soupan.—The present revolution in 
the Soudan has, writes Consul Cameron, ruined the trade 
of Suakin, and as a proof of this, he cites the fact, that 
while in 1883 cotton goods to the value of 204,000/ were 
imported, in 1884 the value of these goods fell to 20,000/, 
ot in 1885 to 8,000/. Nor does he seem very hopeful of 
any speedy improvement; but, as the result of inquiries 
prosecuted during the past two or three years, he has 
arrived at the following conclusions, which he submits for 
consideration :— (1) Hitherto the bulk of the entire 
Soudan trade has been carried along the Nile to Cairo. 
This route has influential supporters among the native 
merchants in Egypt, and it will not be easy to divert their 
trade to Suakin. Ivory and feathers especially follow the 
Nile route. (2) There is a serious promise of cotton 
being grown in the Tokar district. Two cotton-spinning 
factories exist at Suakin, but they have long since closed 
working. (3) At Suakin in 1883 there was also a con- 
siderable export of coffee from Gallabad and the Abys- 
sinian frontier. People in this town are very sanguine of 
the rapid increase in export of bath cotton and coffee as 
soon as the country is pacified. (4) Too much stress has 










































































been laid upon the purely commercial advantages of the 
Suakin-Berber railway. This is not the place to discuss 
the question whether the railway should be constructed 
at the expense of Government, as a political and military 
measure, for the purpose of reconquering or pacifying the 
Soudan and opening it up to trade. It may be possible 
to pacify the Soudan without the railway. Starting on 
the hypothesis of such a pacification, and on the roads 
being open to Kassala, Berber, and Khartouw, the first 
thing necessary will be to revive and reoganise the 
ordinary simple caravan traffic by camels, and thus make 
the most of a very promising trade with the interior, 
such as it was in 1883. The camel traffic being brought to 
a high state of perfection, and placed in the hands of proper 
|| agents, the second step will be to create and develop sucha 
river service, especially from Khartoum southwards, as will 
open up the Senaar, Bahr Gazelle, and equatorial provinces. 
Steamers and lighters will be needed long before railway 
locomotives and trucks. These river craft can be brought 
up the Nile at the right season past Dongola and Berber 
to Khartoum. The really fertile provinces of the Soudan 
lie far south of Khartoum, which town, indeed, is only a 
halfway station to the sea. When the Bahr Gazelle, with 
some of its tributaries, and the Bahr Gebel and the White 
and Blue Niles have been rendered safe and thoroughly 
open to commerce, it will be time enough with fresh 
statistics to tempt investors to take shares in the Berber- 
Suakin Railway as a genuine commercial enterprise. The 
first Soudan trading company should devote its capital to 
the steam navigation of the Upper Nile. Its financial 
success will result in the construction of the railway. The 
sources of wealth must first be tapped far inland in the 
heart of Africa; and then when ivory, gum, india-rubber, 
and other precious produce have been accumulated at 
Khartoum, Shendy, and Berber, the railway will follow as 
a matter of course. But it must always be borne in mind 
that it is the last of several important stages, and that 
the enormous outlay for construction can only be covered 
atter the trade has been thoroughly developed by the 
steamer service.” 





Borpgaux Wines.—The following is froma report by 
Consul Ward on the trade of Bordeaux:—‘“It will be 
seen from the following table, that whilst there was a 
diminution in the aggregate exportations of wines last 
year, the exportations more particularly to the United 
Kingdom exceeded in quantity those of the year 1884. 
Bottled wines, however, showed a falling off compared 
with the year 1883.

On glancing at the preceding table, and at other figures 
relating to the previous five years, which do not show any 
very considerable diminution either in the value or volume 
of the aggregate avnual exportations of wine from 
Bordeaux compared with former periods, it might seem as 
if the complaints which are heard at this port regarding 
the unsatisfactory condition of the wine trade of Bordeaux 
must be unfounded, or, at least, exaggerated. But the 
fact is that, though the quantity and value of the aggre- 
gate exportations show no very marked decrease, the 
character of the wine trade has to a great degree changed ; 
and that many old-established firms which used to doa 
very extensive business in former times now find the same 
reduced to transactions of a more limited extent, whilst a 
large share of the wine trade is at present carried on by 

other firms, who find it more profitable to sell liquids 

(under the name of ‘ Bordeaux’ wine), which are, in reality, 


either mixtures of inferior French with Spanish, Italian, 
and other wines, or which are prepared from raisins or 
currants. Owing to the considerable falling off in the pro- 
duction of Médoc and other wines grown in this district, 
and more especially of the class of wine known as table- 
claret during the last eight years, it has, in fact, become 
impossible for the firms first alluded to, who would scorn 
to sel) anything but the pure growth of the Bordeaux 
vineyards, to supply their customers with the same quality 
of wine at prices paid before that time,and in some 
instances it is indeed not possible to furnish these same 
wines at all, in consequence of the destruction of the vine- 
yards where they were produced. Whilst thus many cus- 
tomers who really understand what they are drinking are 
prevented by these higher prices from buying genuine 
wine at Bordeaux, and as, for instance, in England prefer 
drinking whisky to bad claret, other persons who care 
less for quality than for quantity, external making up of 
the bottles, &., now buy their supplies from those 
Bordeaux houses which, owing to the origin of the liquids 
they sell, are able to offer the same at very low prices, 
and which see no harm in affixing to the same ficticious 
names and vintages. Consumers of Bordeaux wines in 
England and elsewhere have, in most cases, themselves to 
blame when they complain of the same having deteriorated 
of late years, for it is simply not possible to buy good 
pure Bordeaux table claret at the same price as 10 years 
ago, either here or anywhere else. Anyone who does not 
mind paying a higher price, and will only take the trouble 
to apply to one of the really respectable wine merchants 
in this town, or to their agents elsewhere, will be able to 
obtain the genuine produce of Médoe or other parts of 
this district in sufficient quantities for many years to 
come, in spite of the decrease in production.” 
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British Wootten anp Worstep Goops 1n ITaLy.— 


There is a good deal of writing with regard to British 


woollen and worsted fabrics in the reports from our 


consular districts in Italy, published this week. Thus, 


Consul Yeats Brown, writing from Genoa, says :—*“ Our 
German rivals continue successfully to place their cheap 
imitations of our own make on this market. I have been 
shown their ‘ tailorings,’ made in all respects similar to 
ours ; imitations, not only of the manufacture, but of the 
make up of our goods, woven to our measure, with our 
bordering, and even packed in our paper, and in some 
goods, such as ‘ Italian cloth,’ the difference in cost is so 
great, that we have lost the market altogether. In general 
the wear of the goods is inferior to ours, but of late there 
has been a notable improvement in this respect, and 
it is a fact that every year the German rivalry is becoming 
more serious. Iam not competent to enter fully into causes 
and remedies. Ican only call attention to the facts,and suggest 
greater activity and personal investigation on the partof our 
producers ; especially inquiry on the spot, and the cultiva- 
tion of more intimate relations between them and those 
they deal with. I see that our German rivals do not 
content themselves with formal business correspondence 
with their clients, but know their market and their 
customers personally, and study their taste and seek to 
adapt themselves to it; whereas Iam often told that we 
seem to make just what best suits ourselves, and — 
the ‘ foreigners’ to adapt their tastes accordingly. This 
might do when we held almost a monopoly of capital and 
of undertakings on a grand scale, but is no longer suitable 
now that in all countries there are great establishments 
competing not only for home, but also for foreign trade.” 
And Consul Inglis writes from Leghorn :—-‘* Wool and 
Worsted Coatings.—Importers here of English goods in 
this line state that in wool and worsted coatings and 
cheviots there is a marked improvement in Italian pro- 
duction. Large quantities of coatings and cheviots are 
manufactured in the Biellese, at Schio, in the factory of 
Senator A. Rossi, at Voltri, in Genoa, and also in Tuscany. 
In addition to this, there is the German and Austrian 
competition ; they imitate all the English designs and new 
patterns in fancy cheviots and worsted, and their goods 
are much sopeuiets in Italy. Bradford goods are still 
selling well here, and their prices for worsted coatin 
cannot be beaten by any other competition. Italian cl 
and mohairs are easily surpassed by the German fabrics 
from Barmen and Elberfeld.”’

naturally the slackness of trade and industry prevailing 
everywhere : progressive improvement in the quality of 
the iron of other countries, and consequent competition 
almost in all markets where Swedish iron was offered has 
greatly added thereto. British and German manufac- 
turers now produce an article, the quality of which can be 
favourably compared with Swedish iron, and can be sold 
considerably cheaper. The great decrease in the export 
of this article during 1885, compared with 1884, indicates 
plainly what the trade has been. With regard to 
the different kinds of iron, the price of hammered 
assorted iron has ruled throughout the year from 81 9s 4d 
to 8/ 12s per ton at the wharf here. The supplies have 
been limited, and hardly exceeded the demand. Of rolled 
bars, the supplies have been larger than the requirements, 
and much difficulty was experienced in keeping the work- 
shops going on towards the close of the year. Stock 
accumulated both here and abroad, which also had a 
tendency to keep down prices. The quotation during the 
year has been 8/ 10s 8d per ton at the wharf here. Rolled 
shapes met with the most unfavourable markets, and 
prices, which at the commencement of the year were 
91 10s 8d to 91 13s 4d, gradually declined, and at the close 
did not exceed 8/ 16s per ton. Great over-production 
exists in this branch of industry, and the quantity that 
could be turned out by the mills would be likely to be 
unsaleable. An arrangement between the manufacturers 
to restrict their make, and thus raise prices, is greatly 
desired. ‘The demand for pig iron is gradually declining. 
Such is now only used for a few special purposes, for 
which certain brands of the best description are required.”
